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TRANSLATION OF REJECTION REASONS 



Rejection Reasons 

1 . This application has filed for patent application in Korea and does 
not claim priority. 

2. This application filed a revised English version on Aug. 7, 2001 
without introducing any new matter. 

3. This application (application no. 90110602) "Compatible optical disk 
player and data recording and reproducing method" provides an 
optical disk player read/write head device including a CD-R and 
DVD-R compatible optical structure wherein utilizes a six-split 
optical detector to detect focusing and tracking signals and a moving 
diffraction grating to select wavelength. 

4. However, it is found that the cited Taiwan Patent Publications No. 
351807 (published on Feb. 1, 1999, see Attachment 1) and No. 
382704 (published on Feb. 21, 2000, see Attachment 2) have 
disclosed the technique of an optical disk player head adaptable for 
both 650 nm and 780 nm wavelengths, and also disclosed a focusing 
and tracking method and device. Although the optical disk player 
of this application includes two laser diodes with two different 
wavelengths, a diffraction grating, a photo-detector and an optical 
system compatibly applying for both 650 nm and 780 nm 
wavelengths, this application utilizes the same basic principle as the 
Citations. This application just involves the rearrangement of the 
spatial structure that can be accomplished easily by one skilled in the 
art. Thus, this application involves no inventive step. 

5. Besides, the recitation in the specification of this application is 
self-contradictory. Specifically, in Claim 1 of this application, it is 
recited that the apparatus changes the position of a "photo-detector" 



for different types of the optical disks being used. But on page 
13/line 15 in Chinese text (or paragraph [0028] in English text), it is 
recited that the position of "the diffraction grating" is moved to 
adjust different focus positions for CD-R and DVD-R. 

Thus, this application does not meet the requirement for a patent 
according to the stipulation of Item 2, Article 20 of the Patent Law. 



Our Comments: 

1 . With regard to the Description Items 4: 

Through patent search, we find that the citations corresponds to 
U.S. Pat. No. 6,064,637 (see Attachment 3). 

The Examiner considers that this application can be easily 
accomplished by utilizing the techniques of the afore-mentioned 
Citations. Please compare the Citations with this application in 
their constructions, and achievable functions carefully. We must 
persuade the Examiner that this application has superior functionality 
over the Citations and cannot be easily accomplished by persons 
skilled in the art. 

2. With regard to the Description Item 5: 

We believe that this rejection reason has been raised due to the 
Examiner's misunderstanding. We can clarify this upon receiving 
your instruction.
